It is 
estimated that in the United States 
the total cost of all gov ernment is 
nearly fiv e times what it was before 
the World War. Many localities hav e 
been brou ght to the v erge o f bank­ 
ru ptcy by their ex penditu res, while 
many hav e saddled their citizens with 
a debt bu rden that will darken their 
liv es and hamper their progress for 
y ears to ;ome. 
The total cost of Federal, state and 
local 
gov ernment 
in 
the 
United 
States is estimated at forty -six mil­ 
lion dollars a day . Based on national 
income in 1930, this represents abou t 
one-fifth the total income of ou r 
people, o* abou t $110 for ev ery indi­ 
v idu al In the nation. Total tax es in 
1931 are estimated to hav e taken 
more than 22 per cent of the national 
income. 
It is o ccasio n fo r serio us 
tho ught o n the part o f ev ery o ne when 
o re day 's inco me o ut o f ev ery fo ur o r 
fiv e must be co ntributed to the main­ 
tenance » f go v ernment machinery . 
United States Gov ernment ex pen­ 


ditu res were redu ced one hu ndred 
and forty million dollars du ring the 
first qu arter of the cu rrent fiscal y ear. 
The recent action of bankers in call­ 
ing a halt to u nnecessary ex pendi­ 
tu res of New- York City as prereq­ 
u isite to loans will redu ce the cost 
of 
gov ernment 
in 
the 
cou ntry ’s 
metropolis, which is second in its 
ex penditu res to only the Federal 
Gov ernment. No state in the Union, 
in fact, no other gov ernment on this 
hemisphere, spends half as mu ch as 
this one city . These sav ings in Fed­ 
eral and 
u nicipal costs are only the 
beginning of 
a mov ement needed 
throu ghou t the cou ntry , if we are to 
be led ou t of depression into pros­ 
perity . 
Unless the people can be made to 
realize that money for gov ernmental 
ex penditu re can come only from their 
own pockets as tax pay ers, casting de­ 
pressing effects on both indiv idu al 
effort and general bu siness, there is 
an imminent threat that we may be 
forced to meet economic difficu lties 
similar to those that hav e so seriou sly 
handicapped other cou ntries. 
The 
qu estion is not primarily one of mere­ 
ly paring gov ernment salaries or 
shav ing bu dgets, bu t rather of cu rtail­ 
ing gov ernment activ ities for which 
we cannot afford to pay . 
The idea that money for these 
mou nting 
ex trav agances 
can 
be 
raised by following the slogan ‘‘Soak 
the Rich” is u tterly fallaciou s, for 
su ch a policy will simply ex terminate 
‘‘the rich” and eliminate sou rces of 
rev enu e. It is also important to real­ 
ize that corporate bu siness in this 
cou ntry is in no position tc withstand 
the effects of indefinite adv ances in 
tax rates. Cu rrent earning reports 
rev eal that fact bey ond shadow of 
dou bt. The tax base mu st be broad­ 
ened, and it therefore seems likely 
that Congress will be called u pon to 
reconsider the sales tax . at least as 
a temporary measu re to help meet a 
critical 
condition in 
the nation’s 
finance.

merely the interest due on its debts. 
The council said a new accord 
should be based “ on 
the

declarations” of President Hoover 
and President-elect 
Roosevelt and 
should 
take 
into

Italy’s 
present situation and rights. 
Italy had failed to join France, 
England 
and 
other 
European 
na­ 
tions in sending notes to the Uni­ 
ted 
States 
for 
reconsideration of 
the payments due this month. 
The council decision came after 
the Duce, 
Finance Minister Jung 
and Form er Finance Minister De 
Stefgani addressed the body. 
This 
was the third successive night ses­ 
sion of the council at which the 
debt question was discussed. 
The government preferred to re­ 
main silent after the other meet­ 
ings, leaving Italy’s attitude unre­ 
vealed, while England, France and 
other countries moved for postpon- 
ment.

BIG SEVEN ATHLETIC CONFERENCE IS DISBANDED 


S ed a lia Lik ely To Fo rm 
New Lo o p With Fo rmer 
Memb ers o f Little Ten 


BABE DIDRIKSON 
DEAN OF MASCOTS 


IS DISQUALIFIED 
AS AN AMATEUR

The Big Seven Conference—Inde­ 
p endence, Smith-Cotton of Sedalia, 
Marshall, 
Higginsville, 
Lex ington, 
Slater and Odessa—long a dominat­ 
ing factor in Central Missouri’» in 
terscholastic athletics, has breathed 
its last breath. 
The demise, ex p ected for at least 
three years in Informed quarters, 
came with one long gasp last night 
at 
the 
annual 
fall 
meeting 
of 
coaches and faculty rep resentatives 
at Hotel Arcade in Higginsville. 
Strained relations had ex isted for 
two years between two or more of 
the circuit's members, but contrary 
to general belief the disbandment 
was brought on by the inability of 
two 
schools to match 
adequately 
the financial and comp etitive stand­ 
ards of the larger members. 
Odessa and Lex ington p etitioned 
their withdrawal after rep resenta­ 
tives of the two schools had satis­ 
fied themselves that they could con­ 
duct 
their 
athletics 
on 
a 
more 
equal 
basis 
with 
institutions 
in 
their resp ective territories. Odessa, 
with an enrollment of 
65 
boys, 
claimed strained finances p rohibit­ 
ed a continuance of the long trip s 
involved in p laying a comp lete Big 
Seven schedule. 
Lex ington officials, instigators of 
the conference’s re-organization in 
19 24, 
also 
objected 
to 
the 
long 
trip s when an op p ortunity had been 
p resented them to comp ete in a 
conference in its own district with 
schools of p ractically equal stand­ 
ards. Lex ington has been invited to 
join the Big Five circuit which in­ 
cludes Ex celsior Sp rings, Richmond, 
Carrollton, Liberty and Cameron.

attributed 
to 
the 
withdrawal 
of 
Odessa and Lex ington, the op inion 
was voiced widely that the organ­ 
ization could not have continued in 
its 
p resent 
form, 
had 
the 
tw'o 
schools decided to remain. 
Another 
factor 
contributing 
to 
the 
Big 
Seven 
unrest 
w'as 
the 
strained relations between Higgins­ 
ville 
and 
Indep endence, 
ex isting 
since last year. Higginsville had ob­ 
jected to the Indep endence p laying 
field in 1951 and their treatment 
on 
their 
trip 
to 
that city. 
The 
breach had gradually widened until 
Sup erintendent 
Jones 
of 
Higgins­ 
ville announced at the meeting that 
all future relations with Indep end­ 
ence had been severed. Smith-Cot­ 
ton 
also 
p rotested 
vehemently 
against 
p laying 
on 
the 
unsodded 
Indep endence gridiron in 1931, but 
local rep resentatives did not enter 
the discussion last night. 
The status of Slater also entered 
into the decision to disband. Slater 
had been asked to withdraw at a 
sp ecial meeting of the coaches last 
sp ring, but had been p ermitted to 
continue in the 
circuit, 
p ending 
final disp osal of the matter at this 
meeting 
Although 
no 
move 
was 
made to reinstate the Wildcats, the 
coaches generally endorsed the im­ 
p rovements they had made in their 
athletic p rogram. 
The p ossibility that Smith-Cotton 
would enter a new conference was 
ex p ressed by local authorities after 
last 
night’s 
meeting. 
The 
Little 
Ten Conference w^hich includes Jef­ 
ferson City, Columbia, Mex ico, Ful­ 
ton 
and 
other 
Central 
Missouri 
schools, recently disbanded because 
a number of the institutions did not 
have football teams. 
Step s already have been taken to

conference, 
Smith- 
Cotton officials said, and ap p roval 
of the p lan has been voiced 
by 
Columbia,

Smith-Cotton, while Marshall

BROWN OPPOSES 
FURTHER POSTAL 
RATE INCREASES

rate Increases to balance the p ostal 
budget, was recommended to Presi­ 
dent Hoover by Postmaster General 
Brown. 
In his annual rep ort. Brown said, 
“normal revenues can be restored 
only by a return of normal busi­ 
ness activity ,” and continued: 
“In the meantime efforts to elimi­ 
nate or reduce the p resent unp re­ 
cedented p ostal deficit must neces­ 
sarily be concentrated up on a re­ 
duction of p ostal ex p enditures 
in 
general and the wage account in 
p articular. 
“In 
the 
p ostmaster 
general’s 
judgment, 
resort 
should 
not 
be 
had to further rate Increases as a 
means of balancing the p ostal bud­ 
get.” 
Brown estimated a gross revenue 
deficiency of 1115,000.000 for the 
current fiscal y ear, and a net p os­ 
tal deficit of about $8 0.000,000 after 
allowing for non-p ostal ex p enditures 
and 
service 
rendered 
without 
charge to other governmental agen­ 
cies.” 
Rate Increases ex p ected to add 
$100,000,000 to revenues this y ear, 
Brown said, would fall 
short of 
balancing the p ostal 
budget. 
He 
added, however, there had been “no 
unex p ected 
diversion 
of 
business 
from the mails as the results of 
the higher rates.” 
He attributed “the p resent dis­ 
ap p ointing volume” of business to 
“the continued commercial stagna­ 
tion,” but said the higher letter 
p ostage rate bad resculted in a di­ 
minished use of the mails by com­ 
p anies sending out bills. 
A return to a 2-cent rate for lo­ 
cal 
letters 
was 
recommended. 
Brown lald, contending a loss of 
revenue “is believed to be justi­ 
fied” because of the lower cost of 
this service and “the widesp read 
p ublic convenience which will re­ 
sult. 
With this change and such others 
as ex p erience may suggest, Brown 
suggested ex isting rates “should be 
continued until the p ost finances 
have been restored to a sound ba­ 
sis.” 
“Until that time,” he said, “it is 
the dep artment’s view that the p os­ 
tal facilitiess should not be ex tend­ 
ed or enlarged, ex cep t as may be 
necessary in new and growing com 
mimities, 
and 
that 
non-essential 
service should be every where dis­ 
p ensed with.” 
Increasing revenues from a re­ 
turn of business activity , he said, 
should be returned to the p ublic 
through 
lower 
p ostage 
rates 
as 
soon as “this can be done with­ 
out destroy ing the balance’ between 
p ostal 
receip ts 
and 
ex p enditures. 
Receip ts for the 1932 fiscal y ear 
were p laced at $58 8 ,17 1,9 22, against 
“audited ex p enditures” of $7 93,7 22,- 
534. 
The mail volume has declined to 
about the level of 19 22, Browu said, 
and revenues have fallen off $117 ,- 
000,000 since 19 30, while ex p endi­ 
tures drop p ed “but $10,000,000.” He 
ex p lained that fix ed and contract­ 
ed charges which “can not be sud­ 
denly curtailed to corresp ond with 
a shrinkage in the volume of mail” 
p revented a further decrease in ex ­ 
p enditures. 
He p redicted a further decline 
in ex p enditures during the current 
1933 fiscal y ear because 
of 
the 
economy law, and estimated that 
against ex p ected receip ts of $7 35,- 
000,000, the outlay for “strictly p os­ 
tal p urp oses” should be reduced to 
$69 0.000,000. 
Criticism of the ocean mail ser­ 
vice was attributed by Brown to 
“a 
misap p rehension 
of the 
facts 
due to misstatements circulated by 
p rejudiced or 
p artisan 
p rop agan­ 
dists. He said the ocean mail was 
aiding in develop ing an American 
merchant marine, and was “of in-' 
calculable benefit to all classes of 
our p eop le x x x .” 
He rep eated recommendations for 
enactment of a bill p ending in the 
house to p rovide for p urchase or 
consiruction of p ostoffice stations, 
branches and garages. Among bis 
other suggestions were: 
To increase p ostal savings limits 
from $2,300 to $5,000. 
To p ermit railroad and electric 
car comp anies to transp ort mail by 
motor vehicles.

In b is final message, which did 
not tou ch u pon the agitated prohib i­ 
tion qu estion, the chief execu tive 
asserted three separate efforts to 
b e “necessary fou ndations to any 
other action*’—b alancing the b u dget, 
complete reorganization of the na­ 
tion’s b anking system, and whole­ 
hearted cooperation with other na­ 
tions In the economic field. 
As for the present state of the 
Union,

“the 
acu te 
phases of the crisis have ob viou sly 
passed,” and tha t the freedom from 
indu strial conflict was greater than 
hitherto known. 
“While w'e have recently engaged 
in the aggressive contest of a n a ­ 
tional election,” he added, “its very 
tranqu ility and the acceptance of 
its 
resu lt fu rnish ab u ndant proof 
of the strength of ou r institu tions.” 
In addition to the m an u fa ctu rers’ 
sales tax a t a “u niform ” b u t u n­ 
specified rate, here are some of his 
far-flu ng proposals for secu ring the 
b alanced b u dget w^hich he term ed 
necessary to “fu lly restored confi­ 
dence in the f u tu r e :” 
W idespread reorganization of the 
federal government, w ith execu tive 
orders to b e su b mitted “within a 
few days’* for regrou ping and con­ 
solidating more than 50 federal de­ 
partm en ts and agencies. 
A flat 11 per cent slash in federal 
salaries, with a $1,000 exemption, in 
addition to the present 8Va redu c­ 
tion u nder the fu rlou gh system.
